Ten students from China, partic- 
ipants in the Canada-China Student 
Exchange program, arrived in 
Montreal Friday afternoon. They 
were met at the airport by staff of 
the Chinese embassy and several 
students from McGill, including 
two who will be going to China as 
part of ^the program. After an 
hour-long stop over at Montreal, 
the students flew to Ottawa, where 
they will be briefed by the Chinese 
embassy. 

The ten students, six men and 
four women, will be studying in 
Canada for one or possibly two 
years. Five will be studying Eng- 
lish language and literature at 
York University and the Univer- 
sity of Toronto. The other five will

Drager delay illegal

The Judical Committee of the 
Students' Society ruled unanim- 
ously Friday that Students' So- 
ciety President Paul Drager's" de- 
laying of an open meeting on a new 
constitution was illegal. 

The new constitution, published 
in the Daily on September 26, and a 
petition calling for an open meeting 
for October 11, in which the 
document would be discussed, was 
submitted to Drager October 4. 
Drager, however, called the meet- 
ing for October 25, instead of 
October 11, and in the meantime, 
prepared a new constitution of his 
own, which he planned to introduce 
at the same meeting. Arts and 
science Students' Council repre- 
sentative Will Hoffman, declaring 
the action to be illegal, took the 
matter to the Judicial Committee. 

Hoffman argued that petitioners 
for an open meeting have the right 
to decide the time and place, and 
that the president is obliged to 
abide by the decision. He demand- 
ed that the meeting, when called, 
consider only the constitution pub- 
lished September 26 and that 
Drager's constitution, and also any 
sub-amendments other than those 
published October 4, be excluded 
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from the discussion. 

The Judical Committee's ruling 
was the following: 

1) that petitioners calling for an 
open meeting have the right to 
decide the time and place, within 
reasonable limits. The committeo 
supported Hoffman's contention 
that to allow the president to delay 
a meeting could, lead to possible 
harm; for example, the meeting 
could be delayed till the issue had 
become insignificant or had already 
been decided in some other way, or 
the meeting might be called at a 



time when few students could 
attend; 

2) that the open meeting will be 
held October 25 at 1 p.m. in the 
Union ballroom. The constitution 
published September 26, with an 
October 4 sub-amendment, will be 
the only topic considered. 

3) The new constitution and the 
sub-amendment will be recircu- 
lated the day before or the day of 
the meeting, either in the Daily or 
separately, because of the time 
elapsed since their original public- 
ation.

The Republic of Guinea -Bissau is now 
fact. Nine years of protests and demonstr- 
ations, and twelve years of armed guerrilla 
war against Portuguese colonialism and 
oppression and against imperialist domin- 
ation has brought the people of Guinea- 
Bissau to an important stage in their 
struggle for liberation and social transform- 
ation. 

The official announcement was made on 
September 24, 1973, by the National Peo- 
ple's Assembly which was then meeting at 
Medina Boe, one of the first Portuguese 
bases to be overrun by the liberation forces 
of the Partido Africano da Independencia dc 
Guine c Cabo Verde (PAIGC). The National 
People's Assembly is one of the revolution- 
ary institutions for which elections had been 
held earlier in the liberated areas. It was at 
the meeting of September 23rd and 24 th that 
the People's Assembly formally proclaimed 
the founding of the Republic of Guinea- 
Bissau, adopted a constitution, elected a 
Council of State, and a Council of Commiss- 
ioners. Luis Cabrai is President of the 15 
member Council of State, and Francisco 
Mcndes is Chairman of the Council of State 
Commissioners. The People's Assembly also 
confirmed Aristidcs Pcreira as Secretary- 
General since the assassination of Amilcar 
Cabrai by the Portuguese on January 20, 
1973. 

• To observers of the general African 
liberation struggle, the proclamation of the 
Republic of Guinea-Bissau came as no 



At the time, there was an 
indication that 70 countries or more might 
grant recognition to the new state and 
government within a reasonable time after 
the date of proclamation. 
The PAIGC took up these exploratory 
- talks from a position of strength. Two-thirds 
of the territory had been brought under the 
v a direct control of the PAIGC through its 
military wing, the People's Revolutionary 
Armed Forces; and four-fifths of Guinea- 
Bissau's population of 800,000 already lived 
in this liberated territory, administered by 
five-member political councils established in 
each village. . — 

It was in the hope of arresting this 
revolutionary advance of the struggle of the 
people of Guinea-Bissau that the Portuguese 
had assassinated Amilcar Cabra). Because of 
its failure to comprehend the political and 
organizational structure of all true revol- 
utionary armed struggles for national liber- 
ation, Portugal was calculating that the 
death of Cabrai would bring about the 
disintegration of the PAIGC and the strug- 
gle itself. 

But the structure of the PAIGC, like that 
of any parly or movement that extols the 
organizational principles of Marxism- 
Leninism, was able to sustain the blow 
resulting from the loss of its leader and to 
continue the war against Portugal. Indeed 
soon after the assassination, the PAIGC 
confidently announced that its plan to 
proclaim the Republic of Guinea-Bissau 
would be executed before the end of 1973. 
That promise was fulfilled on September 24. 
The proclamation added another leverage in 
the struggle of the people of Guinea-Bissau 
to end Portugal's occupation of 30 per cent of 
their territory. 

As of Tuesday, October 16, 62 countries 
have recognized the new state of Guinea

African Unity. At the time of writing, on 
Thursday, October 18, many of the states 
which have already recognised Guinea-Bis- 
sau were drafting a resolution to be 
presented to the Plenary Session of the 
United Nations General Assembly "wel- 
coming the new Republic of Guinea-Bissau 
among the community of nations." It must be 
noted that this is not a sponsorship of 
Guinea-Bissau for membership in the United 
Nations, but merely an act of solidarity. The 
actual sponsorship should be forthcoming. 

These diplomatic sorties have opened up a 
new front at this new stage of the struggle of 
the people of Guinea; they provide the 
means by which the Republic of Guinea- 
Bissau can clearly separate its friends from 
its foes. 

' At the rate recognition has been granted 
by a large number of nations, it is quite clear 
that very soon any continued withholding of 
such recognition by any nation will have to 
be seen for what it is — a hostile act against a 
people who have convincingly demonstrated 
that Portugal now controls only 30 per cent 
of the territory and less than 20 per cent of 
the population of Guinea-Bissau; that Port- 
ugal has a long history of crimes against 
colonial peoples; and that Portugal is, and 
has always been, an arm of imperialist 
interests in Africa. The case of the Republic 
of Guinea-Bissau is so clear-cut that even 
legal positivists cum imperialists, for whom* 
effective control of a given territory is the 
only criterion for recognizing a government, 
cannot make a case for non-recognition. 

Canada was very quick to recognize the 
military junta in Chile ostensibly on the 
ground that the junta had de facto control of 
the territory. If this were the test, and 
Canada is to be consistent, it ought to have 
been among the first to grant recognition to 
the new state of Guinea-Bissau and its 
government. However. Canada's involve- 
ment in the web of imperialism through 
NATO and through multinational corporate 
investments in the economies of Portugal's 
colonics dictates her present attitude on the 
question. 

The proclamation of independence has 
both a military and a political basis. There 
has been both a quantitative and a qualita- 



tive growth of the People's Revolutionary 
Armed Forces. Not only is there an increase 
in the number of trained personnel, and a 
growth of the militia, but the PAIGC has 
now acquired sophisticated weapons. In the 
past six months PAIGC's liberation forces 
shot down over 20 Portuguese planes. 

The air superiority which Portugal once 
boasted of has been shattered. As a 
consequence, recently the liberation forces 
have been able to shell Bissau, the major 
urban centre, at will. PAIGC has held back 
an all-out attack on the cities because they do 
not want the loss of many innocent lives. The 
strategy now is to bring slow pressure on the 
Portuguese forces guarding the cities. 

The political basis for the proclamation is 
that the PAIGC will now be able to receive 
direct economic political, and military aid 
from countries with which Guinea-Bissau 
establishes diplomatic relations. Further, 
the reorganization of revolutionary insti- 
tutions necessitated by statehood will per- 
mit the PAIGC to expand and improve the 
social and economic structure set up during 
the struggle. Schools, hospitals, agricultural 
cooperatives and other productive relations 
can now receive greater attention as aid 
comes in. All these possibilities dramatize 
the real significance of the victory of 
liberation forces. 

The significance of victory is even greater 
when seen from the point of the economic 
resources saved from Portuguese plunder. 
By forcing the Portuguese out of 80% of the 
territory, the people of Guinea-Bissau have 
prevented the exhaustion of their timber 
resources and have thwarted Portuguese 
plans to exploit the country's substantial 
bauxite reserves and Exxon's search for oil. 

The birth of the Republic of Guinea-Bissau 
is a momentous victory for all those who 
support the principle of freedom and equal- 
ity among people and between nations. The 
victory was won by the people of Guinea- 
Bissau through persistent armed struggle. 
But by no means is this the end of the 
struggle. The remnants of Portuguese 
forces must be driven out of the country, 
whereupon the energies of the people will be 
directed fully to the on-going process of 
reconstructing society and serving the 
needs of all. .
